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REGULATIONS. 


SECTION  I. 

OF    ITS   OBJECT. 

The  Canadian  Institute  has  been  established  by  Eoyal 
Cliai'ter,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  pliysical  sciences, 
for  enconraiijinn;  and  advancing  tlie  industrial  arts  and  manu- 
factures, for  efiecting  tlie  formation  of  a  Provincial  Muscnni, 
and  for  tlie  jMirpose  of  facilitating  the  acrpiirement  and  the 
dissemination  of  knowledge  connected  with  the  Surveying, 
Engineering,  and  Architectural  Professions. 

SECTION  II. 

OF    ITS   CONSTITUTION. 

1.  Tlie  Canadian  Institute  shall  consist  of  four  classes, 
viz..  Members,  Members  for  Life,  Corresponding  Members, 
and  Honorary  Members. 

2.  Members  shall  be  persons  whoso  pursuits  or  studies 
are  connected  with  the  arts  and  sciences,  or  who  are  desir- 
ous of  forwarding  the  objects  of  the  Institute. 

3.  Corresponding  Members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  Province,  whose  pursuits  are  similar  to  those  of 
Members. 

4.  Members  for  life  shall  be  persons  who  may  malce  dona- 
tions of  £7  10s.  in  money,  books,  or  specimens  for  the 
Museum  (the  two  latter  to  be  valued  by  competent  persons), 
or  who  may  be  elected  as  such  at  the  annual  genei'al  meet- 
ings of  the  Institute,  for  important  services  performed,  and 
after  due  notice  has  been  given,  as  in  the  case  of  alteration 
of  the  laws. 

.5.  Honorary  Meml^ers  shall  be  persons  of  high  standing, 
who  are  eminent  for  their  scientific  attainments. 

6.  The  number  of  Honorary  Mcml)ers  shall  be  limited  to 
twentyfive.  ^   ' 
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7.  The  OiRcors  of  the  Institute  sluill  consist  of  a  Tresi- 
dout,  a  first  and  second  Vice-President,  a  Ti'eaaurer,  Cor- 
responding and  Eecording  Secretaries,  two  Auditors,  and  a 
Curator ;  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  shall 
be  re-eligible. 

SECTION  IIL 


■ 


OF   THE   ELECTION    OF   MEMBERS. 

1.  All  persons  desirous  of  being  admitted  into  the  Insti- 
tute as  Members,  Corresponding  Members,  or  Members  lor 
Life,  must  be  proposed  agreeably  to  form  (A.)  in  the  Ap- 
pendix hereto;  and  which  form  must  be  subscribed  by  at 
least  two  Members  of  the  Institute. 

2.  Honorary  Members  must  be  recommended  by  at  least 
tliree  members,  who  shall  certify  that  the  candidate  is  a 
person  eminent  for  his  attainments  in  science. 

3.  Every  recommendation  of  a  candidate,  as  an  Honorary 
Member,  must  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
submit  the  same  to  the  Council  for  inquiry  :  and  when  the 
recommendation  of  such  candidate  is  approved  by  the 
Council,  it  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman,  and  read  at 
the  first  following  ordinary  meeting,  previoub  to  the  ballot 
being  taken. 

4.  The  proportion  of  votes  requisite  fou|  the' election  of 
any  person  shall  be  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  ballot. 

5.  Whenever  any  person  is  elected  a  Member,  the  Secre- 
tary sliall  immediately  inform  him  of  the  same  by  letter 
(B."  in  the  Appendix) ;  and  the  election  of  Corresponding, 
Life,  and  Honorary  Members  shall,  likewise,  be  commu- 
nicated to  them  as  soon  as  possible,  by  a  letter  suitable  to 
each  particular  case ;  and  no  person  shall  be  considered 
a  member  of  any  class  until  he  has  signified  his  acquies- 
cence in  the  election. 

6.  Every  person  elected  a  Member  shall  pay  his  first  con- 
tribution within  two  months  of  the  day  of  his  election, 
otherwise  his  election  shall  be  void. 


7.  It'  at  any  time  there  shall  appear  cause  for  the  t'X})nl- 
s:on  of  any  meinl)er,  such  proposition  shall  be  haTidfcl  to 
the  Council,  who,  if  tiiey  think  tit,  shall  notify  such  niomher 
of  their  intention,  at  loast  one  month  previous,  according-  to 
form  (C.)  in  the  A])penilix,^  and  shall  call  a  si)ecial  mcetiiinf 
for  the  purpose;  out  no  niemljcr  can  be  expelled  without  a 
report  from  the  Council;  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  at  such  special  general  meeting,  agree  that  such 
member  be  expelled,  the  President  or  Chairman  shall  de- 
-clare  the  same  accordingly;  and  the  Secretary  shall  forth- 
with communicate  the  same  to  such  member,  according  to 
the  form  (D.)  in  the  Appendix. 

SECTION  IV. 


OF  THE  ELECTION   OF  THE   OP'FICEES. 

1.  The  President,  First  and  Second  Yice-Presidcnts, 
Treasurer,  two  Secretaries,  and  Curator,  (with  three  moiu- 
bers  to  form  a  CouncilT)  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot, 
at  the  general  meeting,  on  the  second  Saturday  in  Decem- 
ber; and  if  that  day  fall  upon  a  holiday,  then  upon  the 
•following  Saturday. 

2.  That  all  persons  to  be  eligible  as  officers  of  the  Institute, 
and  members  of  the  Council,  must  be  put  in  nomination  at 
the  ordinary  meeting,  immediately  preceding  the  annual 
general  meeting. 

3.  Any  member  being  nominated  to  an  office,  and  not 
•  elected  thereto,  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  as  a  member 

of  the  Council. 

4.  Every  member  voting  at  the  annual  election,  shall 
deliver  to  two  Scrutineers  appointed  by  the  Chairman,  a 
list  containing  the  names  of  the  persons  he  may  be  desirous 
of  having  elected  as  members  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing 
year,  specifying  the  offices  for  which  he  proposes  them  to 
be  elected ;  the  Scrutineers  shall  mark  the  name  of  every 
member  so  delivering  his  list,  and  if  no  valid  objection  be 
made,  the  same  shall  be  accepted. 


5.  The  Scrutineers  bIuiII  cast  up  ti.c  votes,  uud  report  tlio 
same  to  the  presiding'  nieiiiher,  vvlio  .hull  thereupon  declure 
the  result. 

6.  If  tlie  suflVages  in  nuy  cutie  shall  hr-  e.iuul,the  decision 
fehall  Le  by  ballot. 

7  The  onicors  Bhall  enter  upou  the  dischar-e  of  their 
respective  duties  on  the  meetin-  followin-  their  election ; 
uudtheC.mncil  lor  the  past  year  ^hall  continue  m  othct 
until  tluit  time. 

8  If  the  -eneral  nieeti.i-  for  the  election  i>f  the  Council, 
should  not  take  place  on  account  of  the  day  aj.pointed  iallm- 
uj...n  a  holiday,  the  odicei.;  for  the  tii.ie  being  .hall  contuuic 
in  otHce  until  their  successors  are  electeu. 

y  The  Auditors  shall  he  appointed  at  the  close  of  each 
session ;  one  by  a  motion  of  the  i.iembers  at  the  last  General 
Meeting,  the  other  by  the  (Jhairmau. 

bECTlON  V. 

OF   TUE   CONTUHJUTION    Ol<    MEMUKKS. 

I  The  lirst  contril)utlon  of  each  member  shall  be  the 
sum  of  one  pound.  The  following  annual  contribution  ot 
each  member  residing  in,  and  within  ten  mdes  c  ^he  City 
of  Toronto,  sliall  be  ten  shillings;  and  of  each  member  re- 
Biding  in  other  parts  of  the  Province,  live  shillings  per 
annum.  Tlie  first  contribution  ol  each  shall  be  payable  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  and  the  second  shall  become  due 
in  advance  on  the  first  .day  of  January,  in  the  next  following 
session  after  that  in  which  he  was  elected. 

2.  Every  member  and  corresponding  member  is  expected 
to  present  to  the  Institute  a  communication  in  each  session. 

3  Every  member  shall  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the 
Instlu.te,  and  as  such  liable  to  the  i,ayment  of  his  annual 
contribution,  until  he  has  either  i'orfeited  his  claim,  or  has 
«iu-iiillcd  to  the  Secretary,  in  writing  his  desire  to  wil^hdraw, 
•Nvhen  his  name  shall  be  erased  from  the  list  .,1  members. 


4.  Whenever  any  meinl)er  8hnl!  1)0  one  year  in  arroir  in 
the  payment  of  his  annnal  contribution,  the  Counci.  shall 
♦lirect  tlie  Secretary  to  send  to  liini  a  letter  of  the  tonn  (K.) 
in  tlie  Appendix;  and  If  the  arrears  nhall  not  he  jtaid  Avithin 
BIX  months  after  tlie  forwarding  of  Bueli  letter,  the  name  of 
the  memher  so  oirending  shall  bo  phiced  among  tlie  list  of 
defaulters;  and  such  member  shall  not  enjoy  any  of  the 
privileges  and  advantages  of  the  Iniititution,  until  his  ai-rears 
be  paid.

SECTION  VIL 

OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  President,  the  First  and 
Second  Vice-President,  two  Secretaries,  and  three  other 
members,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Institute.  ♦ 

2.  The  Council  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  during 
the  session,  or  oftener  ii'  necessary,  to  conduct  the  general 
routine  business ;  and  any  two  members  thereof  may,  by 
letter  to  the  Secretary,  require  an  extra  meeting  to  be  called, 
two  day's  notice  of  which  must  be  given  to  each  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council.

3.  At  any  mcotinj;  of  tlie  Counc;i,  tl.ree  n»eui1)er8  tlicreof 
shall  constitute  u  (luonim. 

4.  Tho  Council  hIkiII  have  p(^wer  to  appo'nt  Committeti 
for  special  objects  in  the  nianaf,'enu'nt  of  the  Institute;  and 
the  reports  of  such  ConiniittceH  shall  be  suhinitted  to  the 
Council  previoisly  to  the-  being  read  to  the  Institute. 

5.  The  Council  shall  draw  up  a  yearly  report  on  the  state 
of  the  Institute,  in  which  shall  be  given  an  abstract,  of  all 
the  proceedings,  and  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the 
past  year  to  be  accompanied  by  vouchers  ;  and  such  report 
shall  be  read  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

G.  In  the  case  of  any  office  becoming  vacant  by  ^  death, 
removal  from  the  country  or  otherwise,  the  Council  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  any  other  member  in  his  place ; 
and  in  ease  of  any  officer  being  unable  through  illness, 
absence,  or  otherwise,  to  perform  his  duties  the  Council 
shall  have  power  to  relieve  him  therefrom,  and  to  appoint 
any  ether  member  to  fill  the  office  for  the  time  being. 

SECTION  VIII. 

OF   THE   AUDITORS. 

The  two  auditors  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Institute 
annually,  and  present  the  -ame  at  the  commencement  of 
the  ensuing  session  to  the  Chairman. 


SECTION  IX. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

1.  All  money  belonging  to  the  Institute  shall  be  handed 
over  to  the  Treasurer,  by  the  Collector,  wno  shall  deposit 
the  same  in  one  of  the  chartered  Banks  in  the  City  of 
Toronto,  on  account  and  for  the  use  of  the  Listitute. 

2.  No  sum  of  money,  payable  on  account  of  the  Insti- 
tute, shall  be  paid  at  any  time,  except  by  order  of  the 
Council,  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary. 
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.    SECTION  X. 

or  THK   SlX'ULTAHTIil*. 

1.  The  «lutv  of  ihe  Recording  Secretary  sliiill  l>e  to   i»t- 
teiu'lthe  meelingH  of  the  Institute  nnd  of  tlie  Council— to 
take  Miinutes  (t  all  their  proceedings,  und  enter  then,  in 
the  proper  books— to  road  the  minutes  of  the   ])receding 
meeting,  with  a  view  to  thcfr  verification,  and  have  them 
signed  by  the  Chairman,  as  an  attestation  of  their  accv  .v^y 
—to   announce  any  donations  made  to  the  InstituT— tc 
give  notice  of  any  candidate  proposed  for  admission,  or  to 
be  l)alh)ted  for— and  to  read  the  letters  and  papers  presented 
to  the  Institute  in  tlic  order  of  time  in  which  tliey  were  re- 
ceived, nnlefi^  the  Council  sliall  ov.ierwise  determine  ;  also, 
to  keep  tlio  accounts  of  the  Institute. 

2.  The  duty  of  tlie  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to 
conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Institution. 

SECTION  XL 

OF  THE   CURATOK. 

The  Curator  shall  have  the  care  of  all  books,  plans,  draw- 
ings, &C.,  and  of  all  models  and  specimens  for  the  museum ; 
and  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  same 
under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate list  of  all  donations  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
received,  with  the  names  of  the  contributors  thereof,  to  be 
read  at  the  annual  general  meeting.  lie  shall  label  all  such 
articles,  and  arrange  them  in  their  proper  places,  so  that 
they  may  be  of  easy  access  to  members  at  all  seasonable 
liours. 

SECTION  XII. 


OF  THE  OEDINARY   MEETINGS. 


1.  The  sessions  of  the  Institute  shall  commence  annually 
on  the  fi.ist  Saturday  in  December  ;  and  ordinary  meetings 
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shall  be  held  on  every  siicccediiii,'  Saturday  (oiintting  tlio 
Christmas  holidays),  until  the  first  Saturday  in  April;  hut 
it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Council  to  protract  the  ses 
sions  if  it  should  seem  necessary.    The  chair  may  be  talcen 
when  five  members  are  present. 

2.  The  business  of  the  Institute  shall  commence  at^  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening  precisely,  and  be  conducted  in  the 
order  prescribed  in  the  By-laws. 

3.  Every  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introduc 
ing  two  visitors  to  be  present  at  the  public  business  of  the 
Institute,  by  ticket  of  admission,  on  which  the  name  and 
address  of  each  visitor  must  be  written. 


SECTION  XIII. 

OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 

A  encral  meeting  of  the  Institute  shall  be  held  annually, 
on  the  second  Saturday  in  December,  at  seven  o'clock  in 
the  evening,  to  receive  and  deliberate  upon  the  report  of 
the  Council  on  the  state  of  the  Institute,  and  to  elect 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

SECTION  XIV. 

OF  SPECIAL  GENERAL  MEETINGS. 

1.  The  Council  may,  at  any  time,  call  a  special  general 
meeting  of  the  Institute  for  a  specifi-^  purpose,  giving  to  city 
members  six  days'  notice  ;  and  they  are  at  all  times  bound 
to  do  so,  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members,  which 
shall  specify  the  nature  of  the  business  tu  be  transacted. 


SECTION  XV. 

OF   BKANCn    SOCIETIES. 

Those  members  of  the  Institute  residing  at  a  distance  from 
the  city,  shall  have  the  power  of  forming  thomselvoB  into 
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Bninch  Societies  for  tlic  purpose  of  hcldinn  ,„cetiii-^  uiul 
discussiui,^  sciciitilic  and  otlicr  sul.jccts;  mul  are  to  l.e  i?ov- 
eriied  by  the  regulations  of  the  Institute,  and  sucii  other  J>y- 
luws  hereafter  to  he  enacted  hy  theiu  and  approved  by  the 
Councih 

SECTION  XVI. 

OF    ALTERING   THE    KKGULATIONS. 

No  l)y4aw  or  reg-uhition  shall  be  altered,  or  any  new  one 
adopted  except  at  a  general  meeting,  special  or  otlierwise; 
and  it  shall  ])e  competent  to  any  five  mend.ers  to  deuiam 
of  the  Council  such  meeting  with  such  object.  1  rovided 
idways:  that  notice  of  the  alteration  proposed,  and  of  the 
meeting  at  which  it  is  to  be  considered,  shall  have  been 
criveu  at  two  succeeding  ordinary  meetings,  prior  thereto.

SECTION  XVIL 

OF   THE    PilOl'JORTY    OF   THE    INSTITUTE. 

1  The  whole  of  the  property  and  cll'ccts  <jf  the  Institute, 
of  wluit  kind  soever,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Comicil  of  the 
Institute,  and  subject  to  its  control  lor  the  time  bemg. 

2  Every  paper,  map,  plan,  or  drawing,  which  may  be 
presented  to  the  Institute,  shall  be  considered  the  property 
thereof,  unless  there  shall  have  been  any  previous  arrange- 
ment to  the  contrary ;  and  tlio  Council  may  pu])lish  the 
same  in  any  way,  and  at  a.iy  time,  they  may  think  proper. 
Eut  should  the  Council  refuse  or  neglect  to  publish  sucii 
paper  or  other  communication,  within  a  reasonable  time, 
the  author  thereof  shall  have  a  right  to  copy  the  same,  and 
publish  it  as  he  may  think  lit.  No  c^lier  person  shall  pub- 
lish any  communication  belonging  to  the  Institute,  without 
the  previous  consent  of  the  Council. 

3.  No  papers,  plans,  maps,  or  other  property  belonging  to 
the  Institute,  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  rooms  the-eol,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Council,  or  special  by-law  herein- 
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after  eniicted ;  but   every  meinbtr  shall  have  a  right  to 
inspect  the  same  at  such  hours  as  the  (Jouiicll  may  direct. 

SECTION  XVIII. 

OF   DOXATIOXS    AND   BEQUESTS. 

1.  The  names  of  all  persons  who  shall  contribute  to  the 
Library,  to  the  Museum,  or  to  the  general  fund  of  the  In- 
stitute, during  the  past  year,  shall  be  read  at  the  annual 
general  meeting ;  and  such  persons  shall  be  recorded  as 
benefactors  in  the  published  transactions  of  the  Institute. 

2.  Every  person  desirous  of  bequeathing  to  the  Institute 
any  manuscripts,  books,  maps,  plans,  drawings,  instru- 
ments, geological,  botanical,  or  other  specimens,  natural 
curiosities,  works  of  art  or  manufacture,  or  personal  pro- 
perty, is  requested  to  make  use  of  the  following  form  in 
his  will,  viz. : — 

"  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Canadian  Institute, 
incorporated  by  Eoyal  Charter,  November  4,  1851 ; 
{Jiere  enumerate  and  i^aHiculaTise  the  effects  or 
property  intended  to  he  hequeathed^)  and  I  hereby 
declare  that  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  said 
Institute,  for  the  time  being  shall  be  an  effectual 
discharge  to  my  executors  for  the  said  legacy." 


BY-LAWS. 


I.  At  the  ordinary  meetings  of  the  Institute,  every  Satnr- 
du,y  evening,  tlie  following  order  of  business  shall  be  at- 
tended to,  as  closely  as  circumstances  will  admit : 

1.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  to  bo  read  and 
confirmed,  and  signed  by  the  Chairman;  and  no  entry 
shall  be  considered  valid  until  this  be  complete. 

2.  New  members  present  to  be  introduced  to  the  meeting. 

3.  Names  of  candidates  for  admission  to  be  announced. 

4.  Business  arising  out  of  the  minutes  to  be  entered  on. 

5.  Communications  received  since  the  last  meeting  to  bo 
announced,  and  read  if  required. 

6.  Donations  received  and  acknowledged. 

7.  Communications  from  the  Council  to  be  brought  for- 
ward. 

8.  Caadidates  fcr  admission  to  be  Ijallotted  for. 

9.  Qu^^ttiofis  on  the  lists  tobe  dioouoaod.  ^ 

II.  Notices  of^qnestions  to  be  brought  forward  for  dis- 
cussion, must  begiven  at  least  one  week  before  the  same 
shall  be  brought  forward  ;  and  it  shall  be  competent  to  the 
Council,  or  to  any  member  to  propose  a  subject  for 
discussion. 

III.  A  circular  letter  may  be  Bent  to  all  the  country 
members,  at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  with  a  list 
of  questions  that  are  appointed  for  discussion  at  the  ordi- 
nary meetings  of  the  Institute,  requesting  communications 
from  the  members  on  them,  or  on  any  other  subject  con- 
nected with  the  objects  of  the  Institute. 
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A  similar  letter  inay  als^o  be  triiii^^niitted  iUumt  the  mid- 
dle of'tlio  session,  n-ith  the  addition  oi'  any  new  (incstions 
timt  niiiy  liavc^  ])een  hronglit  forward  and  accepted;  and  at 
the  end  of  the  session,  a  list  of  (jnestions  shall  also  be  sent 
to  all  the  inend)ci-e,  in.  order  t:»  collect  information  during 
the  recess.  Each  letter  shall  contain  a  list  of  the  written 
communications  that  have  been  made  to  the  Institute. 

IV.  The  minutes  of  discussion  that  are  taken  by  the 
Secretary,  resolutions  that  are  passed,  reports  of  committees, 
and  a  copy  of  all  the  circulars  or  other  printed  papers  sent 
out  by  the  Council,  shall  be  carefully  pasted  in  a  book  in 
the  order  in  wliicli  they  occur,  that  they  may  be  preserved 
as  the  original  records  and  transactions  of  the  Institute. 

V.  It  is  expected  that  any  gentleman  addressing  tlie 
meeting  shall  stand  for  this  purpose,  in  order  to  prevent 
interruption,  and  to  command  the  attention  of  tlie  meeting ; 
and  the  person  first  rising,  shall  have  the  precedence  in 
speaking ;  upon  which,  if  there  is  any  doubt,  the  chairman 
shall  decide. 

VI.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  chosen  as  a  mem- 
ber, who  i'^^  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Persons 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one,  shall  be  admitted  as  junior 
members,  on  being  proposed  and  ballotted  for,  and  having 
complied  with  the  forms  required  by  sec.  iii.  The  contri- 
bution of  jmiior  members  shall  be  one-half  that  of  full 
members  ;  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  Ml  members,  except  those  of  bearing  offices  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Institute,  of  sitting  in  committee,  and  of 
voting.  ,
